In  less  than  one  month,  both  coasts  felt  the  wrath  of  natural 
disasters.  Leaving  a trail  of  death  and  destruction,  Hurricane 
Hugo  raced  into  the  coastal  city  of  Charleston,  S.C.,  on  Sept.  22, 
1989.  Winds  of  135  mph  snapped  power  lines  and  flooded  low- 
lying  areas,  causing  half  a million  people  to  flee  and  thousands  to 


become  homeless.  On  Oct.  27, 
1989,  an  earthquake  rocked 
Northern  California,  killing  62 
and  injuring  hundreds.  The  quake 
struck  during  rush  hour,  just  as 
Game  3 of  the  World  Series  was 
to  begin.  Registering  6.9  on  the 
Richter  scale,  it  was  the  second 
worst  in  U.S.  history.

The  tourna- 
ments in  which  the  team  ex- 
celled at  were  the  Mt.  Pu- 
laski varsity  tourney,  the 
sixteen  team  Springfield 
fresh-soph  tourney,  and  the 
Catlin  fresh-soph  tourney. 
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The  Clinton  Maroon  varsity  wrestling  team  domi- 
nated Class  A wrestling  in  Illinois.  The  Maroons 
were  the  #1  ranked  Class  A team  for  most  of  the  sea- 
son. The  season  culminated  in  the  wrestlers’  placing 
third  in  the  state  meet.  The  road  to  the  state  meet 
was  paved  with  successes.  The  successes  started  with 
the  first  meet  of  the  year.  Clinton  became  the  first 
Class  A team  from  Central  Illinois  to  beat  Mahomet- 
Seymour  in  eleven  years.  This  win  started  a string  of 
22  straight  dual  meet  wins  before  losing  in  the  semi- 
finals of  the  state  meet.  While  Clinton  was  rolling 
through  their  dual  meets,  they  were  also  winning 
four  team  tournaments.  These  victories  included  the 
Clinton  Holiday  tournament,  the  Gibson  City  wres- 
tling tournament,  the  Tremont  tournament,  and  the 
U-High  tournament  that  included  some  Class  AA 
schools.  Also,  this  team  entered  the  All-Time  Illinois 
Record  book  in  four  categories:  most  takedowns  in  a 
season,  most  dual  team  points,  most  pins  in  a single 
match  with  1 1,  and  the  top  number  of  pins  in  a sea- 
son with  208.  Furthermore,  Clinton  won  its  Region- 
al, knocking  out  Mahomet-Seymour,  in  a thrilling 
meet.  Then  they  beat  Oakwood  for  the  Sectional 
crown.  Clinton  also  won  the  Corn  Belt  conference 
championship. 

The  wrestlers  were  led  by  four  seniors:  Dan  Bar- 
clay, Scott  Morlock,  Matt  Lipke,  and  Kevin  Deavers. 
Barclay  capped  a stellar  career  with  a tremendous 
season.  He  qualified  for  the  Individual  State  meet  for 
the  third  time.  Also,  Dan  broke  the  school  record  for 
the  most  career  victories,  and  he  was  named  a cap- 
tain of  the  squad.  Scott  Morlock  was  also  a captain 
for  the  team.  Morlock  was  the  first  Clinton  wrestler 
to  win  40  matches  in  a season.  Morlock  also  quali- 
fied for  state  for  the  second  time.  Matt  Lipke  was 
also  a Captain,  and  he  was  a three  time  state  qualifi- 
er. Lipke  broke  Barclay’s  school  record  for  career  vic- 
tories with  136.  He  also  set  the  school  record  for 
number  of  pins  with  96.  This  total  placed  him  fifth 
on  the  all-time  State  record  list.  Kevin  Deavers  was 
the  fourth  senior.  Deavers  was  a three-year  varsity 
wrestler  and  an  emotional  leader  of  the  team.  During 
the  Regionals  Kevin  pinned  all  of  his  opponents  on 
the  way  to  winning  the  Regional  championship.

STATE  ISSUES 
MANDATES 

When  Department  heads  were 
questioned  about  the  accomplish- 
ments of  their  departments,  the 
following  responses  were  given: 

Mr.  Triezenberg,  head  of  the  So- 
cial Studies  and  Foreign  Language 
departments,  indicated  that  they 
had  finished  writing  the  state  ob- 
jectives and  had  completed  the 
North  Central  evaluation  process. 

Head  of  the  mathematics  de- 
partment, Mr.  Wylder,  stated  that 
50  students  participated  in  the  an- 
nual American  High  School  Math- 
ematics Examination  in  February, 
and  they  used  assessment  tests  for 
all  9-11  grade  students  in  April. 

They  also  started  a gifted  Geome- 
try section. 

Mr.  Austin,  head  of  the  Physical 
Education  department,  said  that 
they  were  following  the  State 
Mandated  Curriculum  set  forth  in 
the  spring  of  1989  by  the  unit 
Physical  Education  department. 

They  took  out  the  wrestling  unit 
and  put  in  the  personal  fitness 
unit.  They  are  also  going  with  the 
five-day  physical  fitness  units — 
one  in  the  first  5 school  days  and 
one  in  the  spring.  They  are  also 
covering  the  assessments  set  forth 
by  their  Curriculum  Committee. 

Business  department  head,  Mrs. 
Allison,  reported  that  with  the  in- 
stallation of  a computer  lab  adja- 
cent to  the  library,  all  IBM  class- 
room computers  have  now  been 
networked  to  a server  in  the  Busi- 
ness Lab.  Students  have  access  to 
a variety  of  programs  throughout 
the  school.  Accounting,  Introduc- 
tion to  Business,  Business  Infor- 
mation Processing,  Word  Process- 
ing, Typing  4,  and  Clerical  Office 
Practice  all  utilize  the  new  LAN 
System.  After  receiving  network 
training  on  the  new  system,  the 
Business  Department  conducted  a 
training  session  for  several  staff 
members. 
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Mr.  Coon,  head  of  the  Special 
Services  Department,  stated  that 
the  format  for  freshman  orienta- 
tion sessions  was  changed  last 
year.  Instead  of  separate  sessions 
with  each  student  and  his/her  par- 
ents, the  sessions  were  conducted 
with  groups  of  six  students  and 
their  parents.  Orientation  to  high 
school,  courses  for  high  school 
and  career  planning  were  topics 
covered  in  the  session. 

Career  and  educational  planning 
is  provided  to  seniors.  Financial 
aid  information  and  a financial 
aid  seminar  for  students  and  par- 
ents is  also  provided  to  seniors. 

Each  student  has  a registration 
conference  held  in  the  spring  to 
plan  courses  for  the  coming  school 
year. 

According  to  Mr.  Adcock,  head 
of  the  English  Department,  last 
year  was  a busy  one  for  the  Eng- 
lish Department  as  the  staff  had 
been  working  on  State  of  Illinois 
mandated  tests  in  reading,  litera- 
ture, writing  and  grammar.  In  ad- 
dition, the  school  was  on  the  se- 
venth year  of  a seven-year  cycle 
with  the  North  Central  Associa- 
tion, an  evaluation  organization 
which  helps  schools  to  look  at 
themselves. 

The  office  area  was  changed 
into  a teachers’  workroom,  and  al- 
most all  books  have  been  moved 
to  another  storage  area.  Alk>,  Mrs. 
Fields  was  busy  cataloging  all 
audio-visual  materials  in  the  De- 
partment. 

Additionally,  an  updated  De- 
partment Handbook  was  being 
prepared  for  the  staff.  This  Hand- 
book lists  all  of  the  goals  and  ob- 
jectives for  each  course  that  the 
Department  offers.  They  hope  that 
this  will  help  to  give  courses  more 
balance  and  continuity.
